He liaa, nccordlngly. sent a 
note of protest to Brendan Braeken. Brlll.sh 
minister o£ Intormiitlon. 

In our opinion. Mr. Davis Is off on the 
wrong track. The way to protect the Ameri- 
can press ngaln.st being ".scooped" l.s not lo 
reprove the press of other nntlon.s. It l.s to 
permit American new.spaper.s to print new.s. 

It appears that when Reuters did report the 
Cairo conference, without Interference by 
British or other censorship, Mr. Davl.s was 
powerle.ss to move nhead the relea-se time 
on the American announcement. Hl.s hands 
were tied by orders. From whom? Only one 
man can give such blnUltiK orders to Mr. 
DavlE. That Is Franklin Roesevolt. 

So Mr. RoDsnvelt, having hired n newr. ex- 
pert to hold the bng, give? hard and fa.st or- 
ders and then goes off. lenvlns lil.-i expert 
all the discretion of a gratlc-four clerk In a 
minor city government. 

The fault was not with tlie British for 
telling their people the atory. It was with 
the Amorlcnns for playing with the news 
like an old-time theatrical press agonf stag- 
ing a stunt. 

Tliere will be much argument about the 
Bayonnc (it. J.) Times' action in deliberately 
violating the release time on the' OWI an- 
nouncement. We think that a strong case 
can be made for the Times. The paper\s ac- 
tion was unorthodox, but In logic and in lay 
ethics It was Justjfled by all the clrciim- 
£tancea. 

American newspapers have submitted 
themselves lo what Is laughingly known as 
"volunlary" censorship. It Is voUmtary on the 
"or else" basis. The Bayonne Times may have 
helped lo bring the problem lo a head. 

Sooner or later, edllor.s and publLshers are 
going to have to decide how far they shall 
permit amateurs In political otflce to con- 
trol their news columns, to make fools of 
them with their readers, to stifle the work- 
ings of enlightened democracy. 

Cooperation Is fine. Ncw.spnpcrs will con- 
tinue to cooperate But Ihey don't have to 
cooperate blindly, slavishly, supinely. 

The American newspapers weren't scoop- 
ed. They had the alory well In advance. So 
It's your worry. It was you that your govern- 
ment let down, once more, through blunder- 
ing use of the most lethal weapon that can 
be used against democracy— the censorship 
of news. . .
